To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the 
report  of  the  Municipal  Officers  for  the  year 
1953-1954. 

Art.  4.  To  elect  all  town  officers,  Select- 
men, Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Town  Treas- 
urer, one  member  of  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years,  Tax  Collector,  Constable, 
Road  Commissioner,  Surveyors  of  wood,  bark  and 
lumber,  Fence  Viewers,  Milk  Inspector,  etc.. 

Art.  5.  To  vote  the  compensation  of  Town 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Road  Commissioner  and 
Selec  tmen . 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  or  other  authorized  officers  of  the 
town  of  Sweden  to  procure  a  temporary  loan  or 
loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  obligations  of  said  town,  said  loan  or 
loans  to  be  paid  by  taxes  collected  during  the 
current  municipal  year. 

FORM  OF  VOTE 

Voted  :  That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
temporary  loan  or  loans  for  the  use  of  the  town  of 
Sweden     to    pay     indebtedness  or  indebtednesses  of 
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said  Town  due  and  to  become  due  during  the  current 
municipal  year  ending  Feb.  1,  1955.  Such  loans  to 
be  paid  out  of  money  raised  by  taxation  during 
such  municipal  year,  the  Town  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  be  and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  and

There  are  nine  children  in  high  school.  One  is 
a  senior  and  there  are  four  to  enter  next  fall. 

During  the  year  we  have  installed  an  oil  burner, 
put  in  a  window  and  boarded  the  shed  floor  at  the 
Center  School.  We  had  the  roof  painted  with  as- 
phalt at  the  Black  Mountain  School  and  also  did 
some  work  on  the  spring.  The  spring  'vas  dug  out, 
two  pieces  of  tile  were  put  in  place  and  gravel 
was  filled  in  around  the  tile.  This  is  so  much 
better  than  the  open  spring  with  all  of  the  decay- 
ing vegatation  in  it. 
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The  inside  of  the  Center  School  should  be  en- 
tirely renovated.  The  plastered  ceiling  has  been 
patched,  painted  and  is  now  dark  with  smoke.  The 
walls  were  papered  years  ago  and  more  recently  we 
had  them  painted  and  that  surface  is  now  rather 
dark . 

With  the  balance  that  is  in  the  repair  account 
and  the  $100  appropriation  we  could  have  a  tile 
ceiling  and  new  walls  of  insulation  board  like 
those  at  Black  Mountain.  I  hope  you  and  your 
School     Committee  will  approve   this  work. 

I  was  so  pleased  that  you  made  a  start  in  estab- 
lishing a  Building  Fund.  At  this  time  I  will  only 
ask  that  you  continue  to  add  to  it.  Ten  years  ago 
you  had  14  children  in  the  Center  School  and  a 
like  number  at  Black  Mountain.  Now  we  have  23  at 
the  Center  and  10  at  Black  Mountain.  You  know 
better  than  I  what  the  future  holds  for  Sweden. 
You  also  know  where  the  pre-school  children  are 
located  in  town.  It  looks  rather  doubtful  whether 
we  will  ever  be  able  to  cooperate  with  Lovell  in 
any  building  program,  but  time  may  change  that 
situation.  Regardless,  we  will  have  to  make  some 
provision  for  our  own  children,  and  when  the  time 
comes  we  want  to  make  that  facility  adequate,  mod- 
ern and  practical. 

In  reading  the  last  report  made  by  Mrs .  Palmer 
and  the  first  report  by  Mr.  Snow,  I  find  the  most 
serious  problem  in  Sweden  was  that  of  getting  tea- 
chers. I  may  say  that  that  situation  has  not  im- 
proved. Let's  make  our  two  teaching  positions  as 
attractive  and  pleasant  as  possible  so  that  we  may 
keep  the  teachers  we  now  have. 

As  a  point  of  interest  I  would  like  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  eight  years  ago  there 
were  only  two  Sweden  children  in  high  school.  It 
should  make  us  proud  and  happy  that  today  there 
are  nine.  I  do  not  get  a  report  on  the  progress 
of  these  children,  but  I  am  confident  they  are  all 
making  a  sincere  effort  and  that  they  will  be  an 
asset  to  the  town  when  they  have  finished  school 
and  make  homes   in  Sweden.

In  accordance  with  Chapter  16,  Section  3,  Revis- 
ed Statutes  of  1944,  and  at  your  request,  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Town  of  Sweden  have  been  audited  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  February  1,  1953. 

The  examination  was  made  by  Auditors  D.M.  Strand 
and  P.  H.  Allen  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted auditing  standards  that  pertain  to  munici- 
pal accounting.  Audit  analysis  was  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and 
included  all  procedures  which  were  considered  nec- 
essary. Insofar  as  could  be  ascertained  within 
the  scope  of  the  examination,  the  financial  trans- 
actions of  the  Town  appear  to  have  been  appropri- 
ately handled,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be 
noted  in  the  accompanying  comments. 

Exhibits  and  schedules  incorporated  in  this  re- 
port present  the  result  of  the  financial  opera- 
tions of  the  Town  for  the  period  designated.  Rec- 
ommendations are  also  offered  which  are  believed 
to  be  worthy  of  your  consideration.

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COMMENTS 
FEBRUARY  2,    1952  TO  FEBRUARY  1,  1953 

An  audit  of  the  books  and  records  of  the  Town  of 
Sweden  has  been  completed  for  the  municipal  year 
ended  February  1,  1953.  The  audit  consisted  of  an 
examination  of  the  records  maintained  by  the 
Assessors,  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer  and 
Tax  Collector. 

Attention  is  directed  to  Chapter  225  of  the  Pub- 
lic Laws  of  1947  which  provides  in  part  that  the 
treasurer  shall  deposit  town  funds  at  least  twice 
each  month  when  cash  balances  exceed  $100.00,  It 
was  noted  in  several  instances  this  procedure  was 
not  followed. 

The  examination  consisted  of  a  review  of  cash 
transactions  as  well  as  an  analysis  of  available 
funds  and  expenditures.  The  result  of  the  year's 
operations  revealed  that  available  funds  exceeded 
expenditures  by  $844.04.  However,  overdrafts  to- 
taling $2,675.21  were  noted,  (Exhibit  D).  Unex- 
pended balances  and  overdrafts  are  summarized  as 
f ol lows  : 

Unexpended  Balances  $3,519.25 
Overdrafts  2,675.21 

Net  Unexpended  Balances  $  844.04 


The  Department  of  Attorney  General  has  advised 
that  overdrafts  are  not  permitted  by  statute  ex- 
cept in  certain  instances  where  emergencies  arise 
in  highway  activities  and  then  only  to  the  extent 
of  15%  of  the  highway  appropriation. 


AVAILABLE  FUNDS  AND  EXPENDITURES 

An  analysis  of  the  comparative  statement  of  a- 
vailable  funds  and  expenditures  revealed  that  for 
the  1952  municipal  year  available  funds  decreased 
by  $18,443.70,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  principal  factors  contributing  to 
this     decrease     were  reflected  in  the  highways  and 
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bridges  accounts  due  to  the  reduction  in  note  pro- 
ceeds and  state  funds  for  state  aid  road  construc- 
tion. 

Expenditures  for  the  same  period  decreased  "by 
$19,382.33.  This  was  due  principally  to  a  reduc- 
tion of  state  aid  road  construction  and  municipal 
debt  payments. 


NOTES  PAYABLE 

A  state  aid  road  construction  note  of  $2,700.00, 
issued  in  1951,  with  interest  at  2^%,  will  mature 
in  December,  1953. 


RESERVES  AND  SURPLUS 

The  examination  of  the  departmental  accounts 
(  Exhibit  D),  revealed  unexpended  balances  of 
$2,380.57  were  carried  forward  to  the  ensuing 
year  . 

The  previous  year's  deficit  of  $633.86  changed 
to  an  unappropriated  surplus  of  $210.18  which  was 
occasioned  by  the  excess  of  available  funds  over 
expenditures  for  the  current  year. 


TRUST  FUNDS 

The  examination  revealed  that  funds  held  in 
trust  by  the  town  totaled  $2,462.68.  These  funds, 
representing  principals  and  unexpended  income  of 
cemetery  and  school  funds,   are  invested  as  follows:

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GENERAL 

As  the  town  clerk's  records,  including  those  of 
town  meetings,  were  destroyed  by  fire  the  author- 
ity governing  certain  financial  transactions  were 
verified  through  the  selectmen's  records. 

The  use  of  journal  entries  to  record  transfers 
"between  accounts  is  suggested,  rather  than  to 
clear  through  the  treasurer's  cash  account  by  war- 
rant . 

Monthly  trial  balances  of  the  general  ledger 
would  aid  materially  in  keeping  audit  costs  at  a 
minimum . 


SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Count  of  cash  was  made  and  records  were  checked 
to  determine  the  accuracy  of  recording  cash  trans- 
actions. The  system  of  internal  control  was  re- 
viewed as  pertained  to  the  handling  of  cash  and 
other  matters  of  financial  concern.  Available 
funds  and  expenditures  were  examined  by  methods 
and  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary.  Letters  of 
verification  were  utilized  to  determine  the  accur- 
acy of  tax  and  tax  lien  accounts.  Insurance  and 
bond  coverages  were  examined.  Excise  tax  collect- 
ions were  verified  by  examination  of  copies  of  the 
receipts  retained  by  the  collector. 

Included  in  this  report  are  exhibits  and  sched- 
ules pertaining  to  the  financial  status  of  the 
town.  Audit  procedures  were  followed  to  the  ex- 
tent deemed  necessary  to  develop  these  statements. 

It  is  believed  that  the  accompanying  balance 
sheet  and  supporting  statements  fairly  present  the 
financial  position  of  the  town  at  February  1,  1953 
and  the  result  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then 
ended  .
